ew HE big time Holstein circuit of the U. S. A. got 
[ ever to a good start at Springfield, Ill., on August 

18 and 19, when Judge J. P. Eves passed his best 
judgment on exactly 200 head of America’s best Hol- 
steins from six states of the Mid-West, with fifteen ex- 
hibitors getting inside the money in the open classes. 
Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, won the Premier 
Exhibitor banner, had senior and grand champion, both 
junior champions, and a total of six first places in addi- 
tion to the special trophy for best 10 head _ exhibited. 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., took the Premier Breeder 
award, with three firsts, a second and five thirds on their 
string of Bessies, all but one of which were of their own 
breeding. Iowa Board of Control scored heavily in 
nearly every class and their well balanced string from 
several Iowa State Institution herds took three of the 
blues. Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., had two blues, 
including the coveted Get of Sire class. The Michigan 
State Institutions and Wisconsin Board of Control each 
had a blue ribbon bull, the Michigan winner going 
through to senior and grand champion. Other exhibit- 
ors that had animals repeatedly well up in the money 
included Zeldenrust Farm, Indianapolis, Indiana, the 
Walworth County (Wis.) Holstein Herd and Paganok 
Holstein Farms, Hannibal, Mo., as well as several others 
from the home state, including Whitehurst Farm, 
Canton, Mooseheart of Mooseheart, and John F. Cuneo’s 
new Hawthorn herd at Libertyville. Prof. Yapp, Shanley 
Farm and William F. Kibler also got animals in the 
money and several other Illinois exhibitors showed but 


did not place in this hot competition. 


The Bulls 
The aged bull class, which included three-year-olds,

brought out a string of 14 with plenty of good ones but 
no standout with which to head the line. Probably half 
a dozen of them had ringside supporters for first place 
and Judge Eves gave the class long and intensive study 
before finally heading the line with probably the small- 
est bull in the ring, Illini Princess Mabel Lad, owned by 
Pontiac State Hospital and shown with the Michigan 
State Institutions group. An extra short age three-year- 
old, only about five weeks too old for the two-year-old 
class, this bull, who will be remembered as Reserve All- 
American junior yearling in 1936, has grown out into a 
smooth, dairylike fellow, difficult to criticise except in 
the matter of scale, which should come during the next 
few years. Next to him stood another three-year-old, 
Posch Ormsby Fobes 11th, last year’s Reserve All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old. He had made fine development since 
his 1937 showing and with his perfect rump and good 
body will likely be a serious threat to many champion- 
ship aspirations before the season is over. As last year, 
he is shown by Maytag and owned by them jointly with 
Finster & Eckel. In third place, just below the two 
three-year-olds, came one of the oldest bulls in the ring, 
Fredmar Sir Duenna Supreme, owned jointly by Prof. 
Yapp and his breeder, Fredmar Farms of Missouri. A 
real dairy bull in every sense of the world with a mar- 
velous rump.

Last year’s All-American junior yearling came back 
to win the two-year-old class. He is Waupun Tritomia 
Fobes Homestead, big framed and somewhat lanky from 
rapid growth but will be a great bull when he bodies 
down a bit. He had to be good to beat Sir Bessie Mono- 
gram, who was the sensational calf with the Forum 
string in 1936. A King Bessie grandson, he is being 
shown this year by Elmwood under a joint ownership 
arrangement with Rehder Bros. of Iowa who bought him 
in the Forum Dispersal. Zeldenrust had a bull of Man- 
O-War and KBKO lines bred by Paul Farms in third 
place over the Iowa Board of Control entry. 

King Bessie Senator, last year’s All-American bull 
calf, had little trouble to take the senior yearling class. 
He has grown out into the kind of yearling you would 
expect from the undefeated junior champion of the 1937 
circuit, with a beautiful body, perfect rump and a world 
of style and flash as last year. The Michigan Institu- 
tions had a real dairy bull from Ionia State Hospital in 
second place, needing only a little more middle to be 
one of the hard ones to beat. Whitehurst scored in third 
and fifth places with Maytag between. 

Two Man-O-War bulls from Iowa fought it out in 
the junior yearling class, with Iowa Board of Control 
getting the nod over the Maytag bull that goes to South 
America right after the show season. King Bessie 
Diamond, full brother to Coquette, the Vesta bull and 
other famed winners, was third over Wisconsin Board 
of Control’s son of the All-American Ollie Progressor 
bull. The Wisconsin bull had some friends for top 
money but Joe likes them with more stretch. 


Judge Eves characterized the bull calf class as the 
best bull class in the show for quality all the way down 
the line. For the top, Man-O-War Seven-Up, son of 
Concentrate from a daughter of the old grand cham- 
pion ‘‘Ruby cow,’’ Mankato De Kol Ormsby 4th (1057 
Ibs. Fat.) Pabst had a son of the Paul bull as a good 
second, with Bessies from Elmwood in third and seventh 
places, Whitehurst fourth and Walworth County fifth 
over the Cuneo junior herd sire, Carnation Governor 
Dictator. In the competition for junior championship, 
the Seven-Up calf won a close decision of King Bessie 
Senator, the Michigan three-year-old going through to 
senior and grand. 


The Females 


The aged cow class was one of the best ever seen 
at a state fair show for quality and good udders all the 
way down the line. There were 27 cows in the class, 
which included four-year-olds, and it was a four-year- 
old that topped the class and eventually brought home 
the grand champion ribbon for Maytag. She was Forum 
Priscilla Ormsby, a Monogram daughter that Maytag 
picked up in the Forum Dispersal last year. Every inch 
a dairy cow, with a well attached and shapely udder, she 
made a satisfactory grand champion, although not show- 
ing quite the style and flash of the second prize cow, 
Zeldenrust Hengerveld Concordia. This was another 
four-year-old and will be remembered as the grand 
champion three-year-old with the Paul Farms show herd 
last year.

Pabst Cascade Dewdrop, Reserve All-American to Maud- 
lene last year and winner over her at the National, was 
a good third here, with Pabst Moncade Fashionable right 
behind her in fourth place. Queen of the Ellenvales, 
star from the Cuneo herd, had been fresh just long 
enough to milk off some of her bloom and went down to 
fifth. Those who saw her just before calving say she 
would have been hard to beat then. 

Pabst crashed through for their first blue in the two- 
year-old class with a lovely, square-built white heifer by 
“Monty”? from a Sensation dam. Wisconsin Board of 
Control had two from Mendota State Hospital in second 
and third places and Iowa fourth with one from Chero- 
kee. Another Pabst Moncade heifer was fifth over the 
Maytag entry. 


Outstanding senior yearling heifer was the Maytag 
entry, Lawnwood Marathon Laura. Bred by Woodlawn 
Dairy of Nebraska but sired by a Maytag bull, she came 
to Maytag in- the deal for a half interest in the Heilo 
bull and proved to be a real credit to her breeder as well 
as to the breeder of her sire. She has size without 
sacrificing refinement and sweetness and from her lovely, 
intelligent head to her model rump is about impossible 
to fault. Pabst had an excellent Moncader heifer from 
the 4% Belmont family in second place with two big, 
strong Bessie heifers third and fourth for Elmwood.

The Males 

The aged bull class brought out several good ones, 
with the Wisconsin Board of Control’s Pietertje Ormsby 
Denver Prince, 1936 All American aged bull and an 
eight year old veteran of the ring wars, going to the 
front of the line over Elmwood’s big King Bessie 36th 
and Maytag’s ‘‘Heilo.’”’ ‘‘Denver Prince” is in grand 
condition again this year, looking even more like a real 
dairy bull than he did last fall. King Bessie 36th, a big 
wide fellow with a tremendous body, has it over him 
on size all the way through, but lacks ‘‘Denver Prince’s”’ 
great show of quality. 

The six three-year-olds were topped by Maytag’s 
Posch Ormsby Fobes 11th, much developed from last 
season.

Emil Titel owned and showed her, Klazerina 
Champion Fobes 3d, a double granddaughter of Ad- 
miral Ormsby Fobes. She went on to annex the senior 
and grand championship on the second day of judging 
without even entering the ring, having dropped her calf 
that morning. She is a big bodied, milky cow with a 
surprising amount of refinement in the head and shoul- 
ders, beautifully veined and showing right in her 
bloom. She has a 600 pound record as a three-year- 
old, and has placed well up in the cow classes at Wis- 
consin on two other occasions. 


Mt. Pleasant Ona Tritomia, shown by the Iowa Board 
of Control, won the four year old class on a decision 
that found some opposition around the ringside. She is 
a refined big dairy cow with lots of quality, but was 
showing dry. Next to her in line was Hawthorn Farms’ 
Wolf Creek Alcartra Supreme, a nice uddered thing, but 
not up in top show condition. There were some beau- 
tiful uddered animals along down the line. 

All American Maudlene Inka Ormsby Fobes was out- 
standing in the three year old group, showing more size 
and refinement than the others in the top flight. Pabst 
Belmont Cascader Wayne, with an equally nice udder 
and a straighter top, lacked the flash to place number 
one. 

Maytag showed a sweet little winner in the great 
senior yearling class, Lawnwood Marathon Laura, a 
heifer that should make a big show name for herself 
this season. Lots of size, body and smoothness are her 
chief weapons, and it will take a good one to knock her 
off her pedestal. Bessie Ormsby Vanity proved to be a 


long shot for Elmwood in the junior yearling class,

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The Central Canada Exhibition 


The Holstein show at Ottawa this 
year was probably the best that this 
exhibition has offered in a number of 
years. Actually shown in the open 
classes were 126 Holsteins including 
seven full strings from five Canadian 
provinces and scattering entries from 
several other exhibitors. Fred H. 
Hubbs, Bloomfield, Ont., First Vice 
President of the Canadian Associa- 
tion, judged the show with efficiency 
and dispatch, completing the entire 
program in a single day. 

Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson 
Heights, Quebec, exhibiting here for 
the first time in many years, won all 
three of the milking classes as well 
as the dry three-year-old and senior 
yearling heifer classes and the aged 
bull, but with all these firsts were 
unable to capture any of the cham- 
pionships except reserve senior and 
reserve grand female. M. L. Mc- 
Carthy, Sussex, N. B., had two first 
place animals and brought them both 
through to senior and grand honors, 
Five other exhibitors divided the re- 
maining red (first) ribbons in the in- 
dividual classes, one to a customer. 
They were Hays & Co., Ltd., Cal- 
gary, Alta., with first and junior 
champion bull; Jos. Vaillancourt, 
Glen Roy, Ont., had first and junior 
champion heifer; Colby C. Lewis, 
Freetown, P. E. I., had first and re- 
served junior champion bull; Le- 
gault Bros., St. Hermes, Que., had 
first and junior champion heifer, and 
J. M. Fraser, Streetsville, Ont., had 
a first prize female and lost several 
rather close decisions for firsts in 
other individual classes. 

The Bulls 

Raymondale Silencer, a son of 
Montvie Chieftain, shown by Mount 
Victoria and owned by tnem jointly 
with Anthime Paquette, won the aged 
bull class of 9 entries, a smoth, up- 
standing bull with lots of dairy qual- 
ity but in his present form as a short 
age four-year-old, lacking enough 
massiveness to bring him the cham- 
pionship. Second went to last year’s 
All-American three-year-old, Paul 
Olympus Rocharm, the Colby Lewis 
bull, long bodied, deep and close to 
the ground. Mr. Lewis himself has 
always preferred his three-year-old 
bull, Rooker Francy the Great, who 
was in third place here over the jet 
black three-year-old, Hays’ Taxpay- 
er. McCarthy had an April four-year- 
old son of ‘“‘Ne Plus’’ in fifth place 
and four good bulls were out of the 
money. 

The two-year-old bull brought out 
five and every one a good one. Head- 
ing the line was McCarthy’s 1937 
All-American senior yearling, Lons- 
dale Ne Plus Sir Model, who has 
made a tremendous growth since last 
year, and is perhaps even better as 
a two-year-old than he was in year- 
ling form, with a good shoulder, top 
and rump, plenty of depth and a 
world of style, flash and dairy tem- 
perament. Hays’ Alamoda, who usu- 
ally placed second to Model last year, 
has also made a fine growth and 
with his strength and smoothness 
may be a serious challenge to the 
Lonsdale bull before the season is 
over. Judge Hubbs made these two 
bulls grand and reserve grand. Dan- 
iel W. McLeod, Dalkeith, Ont., had

his Cedar Dale Man-O-War Dick, a 
sensational junior yearling last year, 
in third place here and Fraser & 
Kellam were in fourth with a Toit- 
illa bull over Dr. Robertson’s long 
bodied, low built Colony bull. 

Hays brought out a junior year- 
ling to head the combined yearling 
class and in the bull calf class, Col- 
by Lewis won with a son of Rooker 
Francy the Great on a last minute 
switch over Fraser’s son of Spring 
Farm Ace. The Hays yearling was 
made junior champion with the 
Lewis calf reserve. 

The Females 

Winning the dry cow class was Mc- 
Carthy’s splendid cow, K. F. O. Vee- 
man, who will be remembered as the 
sensational Bollert senior yearling 
of 1934 and a consistent winner in 
the older classes the last few years 
with the Lonsdale string. Just be- 
ginning to spring, she should be 
right at her peak for the C. N. E., 
either fresh or just ready. Jack 
Fraser had his good Jemima Pontiac 
Wayne cow in second place over the 
other McCarthy entry. 

Mount Victoria brought out a 
splendid Chieftain daughter to win 
the dry three-year-old class, just 
ready to freshen and with a large, 
well hung and level floored udder, 
but with enough fever in it to bother 
the judge a little. Fraser again had 
a second over Colby Lewis and 
picked up his red ribbon in the dry 
two-year-old class when his Spring 
Farm Norine topped McCarthy’s 
daughter of Montvic Progressor. 

Aged cows in milk were a grand 
lot, headed by Montvic Rag Apple 
Colantha Abbekerk, one of the great- 
est record daughters of old Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst. Fresh just before 
leaving the farms, she contracted a 
serious case of milk fever en route to 
Ottawa and only the skillful nursing 
of Mort Butchers saved her life. 
Probably the most remarkable body 
of any cow in the show, she gave 
some evidence of the ordeal through 
which she had passed. She also car- 
ried rather more udder than she 
should, well shaped and square and 
reasonably well attached, but hang- 
ing a little lower lower than strict 
show standards expect. In this class 
Colby Lewis had second on his good 
Cynthia cow, over a nice dairy-like 
daughter of Raymondale Prospector 
shown by Leslie Murray, Martin- 
town, Ont.

HIS year’s outing and picnic for Maine Holstein 
T oreeaers took place on August 6 in conjunction with 

the D. H. I. A. Livestock Show (a one-day event) 
held at Highmoor Farm, Monmouth, Maine. 

Fully 2,000 people were in attendance and many spoke 
yith enthusiasm of the far-reaching influence for better 
preeding and record making which this show, now in its 
second year, has already had. It was indeed a tribute 
to the dairy extension department at the University and 
their committees of helpers. The two “big shots” of 
the show, of course, were Dairy Specialist Dick Talbott 
and Ralph Corbett, but they were assisted by three four- 
man committees and one six-man committee, all of whom 
really took off their coats and went to work, as did all 
the folks at the experimental farm. 

There was, of course, band-playing, picnicking, and 
prief but powerful speech-making among waving flags 
and pine tree breezes, but in this small space, I must 
confine my report to the Holstein show and leave room 
for the World to publish plenty of pictures. 

The Judging 

Only cows with production records were exhibited, 
no young stock, no bulls; resulting in a very impressive 
show. Thos. E. Elder, Alton, N. H., did a splendid job 
of judging, to which there was not one whimper of dis- 
satisfaction. They were placed on the basis of type and 
production combined. The exhibitors were: Western 
Maine Sanitorium, Hebron; Donald P. Corbett, Water- 
ville; E. H. Waterman, Wales; Round Top Farms, Da- 
mariscotta; F. S. Goff & Son, Hollis; Harold J. Shaw, 
Sanford; Hurd Brothers, Thorndike; Fred J. Nutter; 
Corinna; Richard C. Eaton, Exeter. Other Holstein 
breeders who had cattle entered but not shown were 
BE.

Her looks were supported by her 
production, as she was credited with an average of 512 
lbs. fat in C, 305 days, for her first three lactations. 
While she stood fourth for type in class, her unusual pro- 
duction made her an easy winner. Last year’s grand 
champion, Roto Inka Johanna, owned by Round Top 
Farms, was again first for type in this class but was sec- 
ond in the final placings. She has an average of 435 
lbs. fat. All records were computed to a 305-day C 
basis. There were 15 animals shown in this class.

The Gets were made up of three cows each and there 
were four groups exhibited and placed as follows: (own- 
er’s hames given) Harold J. Shaw, Donald J. Corbett, 
Richard C. Eaton, and F. S. Goff & Son.

New Jersey Dairy Field Day 


By E. J. 


Just about all roads in New Jersey 
and many outside of the state did 
lead to the 1,200 acre North Branch 
Experiment Station in Sussex County 
on August the 9th, because more 
than a thousand people attended the 
Dairy Field Day on that date. The 
event was first discussed and adver- 
tised as a Holstein affair by the New 
Jersey Association which had invited 
the New England Black and White 
owners to be their guests but later 
it was changed to include all who 
could attend, regardless of the breed 
of cow kept. A large group of the 
New England Association were pres- 
ent, headed by Mr. Allen Crissey, 
Eastern Representative. Some of 


the officials and well known breed- 
ers of neighboring states were also 
present. Among the Holstein en- 


thusiasts from a distance were John 
G. Ellis, Robert Eddy, C. H. Landon, 
Fred Nichols, Joseph Canby, Willis 
Hunsberger, the Johnsons of Ver- 
gennes, William Baker, Howard 
Seeley and John R. Danks. 

The day started with an exhibi- 
tion of Holsteins with Dr. J. W. 
Bartlett demonstrating and explain- 
ing the groups. Included were Get

Beets Career, and Chief Hengerveld 
Excelsior and also milking daugh- 
ters of ‘“‘Chief’’ together with four 
Produce of Dams and a three genera- 
tion group of females. The Hol- 
stein experimental unit now numbers 
137 head, 62 of which are milking 
cows. Considerable interest centered 
around the sire called ‘‘Chief” that is 
an inbred son of Ormsby Sensation 
45th. Close breeding has not yet 
revealed reduction in size with this 
particular family because ‘‘Chief’s 
first twelve inbred daughters were 
110 per cent of normal at birth. His 
first milking daughters are evidenc- 
ing good production and test. Dr. 
George Taylor gave a type demon- 
stration, explaining the Holstein type 
classification system. Four groups 
were shown and among the animals 
were 3 excellent, 6 very good, 5 good 
plus and 5 good. 

In welcoming the Holstein folks, 
President P. P. Van Nuys’ spoke 
appreciatively of the research work 
in breeding and dairy farm manage- 
ment being carried on by Messrs. 
Bartlett, Tucker and others and said 
the results are beginning to be con- 
cretely apparent throughout’ the 
state. Mr. Glenn Householder, Di- 
rector of Extension of the Holstein 
Association of America, advising 


more testing for production of all of 
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the cows in the Holstein herds aj 
of the time, attacked the scrub pure 
breds in no uncertain terms and 
struck fire on the too prevalent prag. 
tice of mixing breeds—either keep- 
ing two or three different breeds in 
a herd or crossing breeds. He said 
that among the hundreds of herds 
of mixed breeds which he has been 
watching, not a single one has to his 
knowledge made any measurable 
progress in production or in any 
other way and most of them have 
gone down hill. This observation 
checks exactly with that of other 
breeders and students of dairy cattie 
breeding throughout the East, 

The talk by O. E. Reed, Chief of 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry, was 
unfortunately curtailed by rain. He 
emphasized the fundamental import- 
ance of soil conservation and the 
part that wise land now plays in an 
up-to-date dairy farm. “Dairy farm- 
ers of all people should be most in- 
terested in better land use and the 
conservation of soil fertility,” he 
said. Quoting him further, “The 
effort being made in New Jersey at 
the present time in the field of artifi- 
cial insemination which makes pos- 
sible greater use of proved dairy 
sires is of great interest. This is the 
first dairy breeders organization of 
this kind to be set up in the United 
States to apply the findings of re- 
search in this field in a practical! way. 
If this group effort is successful, it 
will mean extending the use of 
proved sires.’’ From this point Mr. 
Reed went on to talk about better 
breeding as a means of obtaining 
more milk and fat per dollar of feed 
and with dairy prices slightly weak 
it is all the more important to have 
better producing cows. 

Following the _ scheduled 
were inspection trips dealing with 
pasture fertilization and manage- 
ment grass silage, equipment, milk 
color and flavor, mastitis and artifi- 
cial insemination. Prof. C. B. Bender 
and Mr. Claude Eby reported to the 
visitors that 80 heifers were turned 
out April 25th on 48.5 acres of ro- 
tated plots. Two fields totalling 10 
acres were harvested for grass silage. 
Six of the 16 fields received cyana- 
mid or sulphate of ammonia at the 
rate of 300 pounds per acre for early 
or delayed early pasture stimulation. 
The average gains in animal weight 
were 1.7 pounds a day for the Hol- 
steins and 1.37 pounds for the 
Guernseys. The best carrying ¢a-

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Contest Point Clarified 


EVERAL readers have written us to inquire about 
two points in connection with the All-Time aj. 
American voting that were not made clear in oy 

announcement. 

1—What about the eligibility of an animal 

to compete for All-Time honors in more 
than one class. Triune Papoose Piebe 
is the classic illustration here with her 
annual winnings as a calf, senior year- 
ling, 2-year-old, 3-year-old, 4-year-old 
and aged cow. 

2—In cases where the same animal or group 
appears more than once as a winner in 
the same class—as per Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld and several of the Get of 
Sire and Produce of Dam groups. 

Our ruling in the first instance is that an animal js 
eligible for All-Time All-American competition in any 
class where it appears as one of the annual winners, 
In other words, Triune Papoose Piebe, to use again the 
classic illustration, or any of the other animals that 
appear as an annual winner in more than one age class, 
should be entitled to be considered strictly on merit in 
each class, regardless of what the animal did in other 
class. 

In the case of multiple appearances in the same class, 
we believe it would be most equitable to consider such 
appearances as a single entry for each individual animal 
or, in the two group classes, the sire or dam represented. 

Thus in the individual classes, we have Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld appearing four times as All-Ameri- 
can Aged Bull, Man-O-War 30th three times as aged 
bull, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst twice; and in aged cows, 
Tillamook Daisy Butter King De Kol and Montvic Rag 
Apple Bonheur twice each. For this contest, we are 
ruling that no name can receive but one vote in the same 
class on any one ballot. Thus none of the animals 
named above would be accepted as both your first and 
second choice. 

The ruling is similar for the group classes. Here 
we have in the Get of Sire class, four groups by Man- 
O-War; three by King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, and two 
each by Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby and Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst. In the Produce of Dam class, we have four 
from Mankato Lassie Ormsby and two each from Aag- 
gie Sylvia, Washington Beauty Korndyke Kaan, and 
May Heilo Sensation. We feel it would be unfair and 
confusing to have the votes that might be cast for any 
of these split among the various years where they 
appeared. Accordingly, we shall consider such multiple 
appearances for a sire or dam as a single entry and 
combine the votes designated for all of their appearances 
in the list. 

If any of our readers have already voted differently 
from these rulings, we shall be glad to permit them to 
file an amended return that will be in accord with them. 

We refer to: 

1—Not giving consideration to any animal 
in any class on account of voting for it 
as your choice in some different class. 

2—Voting both your choices in any class 
for the same animal or get of sire by the 
same bull or produce of dam by the 
same cow. 

A few such have come in and we have in all cases 
already advised them by mail. Any that may be re- 
ceived now in this final week of the contest that were 
mailed before delivery of this paper, will be given 4 
reasonable extension to make corrections in accordance 
with these rulings. We greatly regret that these points 
were not made perfectly in advance.

The pictures that are available are the ones that get 
published. Of course, where the date of the judging is 
close to the publication dead line, it is usually impos- 
sible to get the pictures taken, finished and delivered in 
time to use with the report, but we want to present as 
many of the winners as possible and as soon as possible 
after their winnings are recorded. 

Last year, there were a number of animals nomi- 
nated for All-American consideration that had to be 
dropped because no picture was available. Some of 
them would have been in the money, too, without much 
doubt.

Harmon Appointed N. Y. Milk Czar 


LOSELY following the overwhelming vote of ap- 
C proval for a joint State- Federal milk pact in the 

New York metropolitan market given by milk pro- 
ducers of the seven states supplying this market, an- 
nouncement is made of the appointment of Erskine M. 
Harmon as Administrator. Mr. Harmon, formerly ex- 
tension professor of dairying at the University of Mis- 
souri, was later editor of the Dairy Famer and associate 
editor of Successful Farming. For several years past 
he has been a marketing specialist with the AAA at 
Washington. The milk market order becomes effective 
September 1. 

State milk control worked well in New York for a 
brief period until it was discovered that no price con- 
trol was possible on milk which was in inter-state com- 
merce. The joint Federal-State control, now set up, 
is expected to cure that situation. The original New 
York state control act also attempted to establish retail 
sale prices, with accompanying political difficulties and 
multiplication of enforcement problems. The new joint 
marketing order makes no attempt in that direction. 

Certain minority groups of dairymen in New York 
State have sharply opposed the proposed market order, 
maintaining that it is in the interest of dealers rather 
than producers. Dealers, however, were also practically 
unanimous in their opposition to it. Preliminary an- 
nhounce of the results of the balloting shows about 86% 
of the producers approving. 

_ With this overwhelming affirmative vote, it is cer- 
tainly ‘up to all producer groups to cooperate in making 
the thing work and to give it a fair trial. We feel also 
that milk dealers will be very well advised to go along 
as gracefully as they can, for any effort on their part 
to tie it up in the courts or otherwise hamper operation 
will most certainly precipitate serious trouble. After 
the licking they have been forced to take for the past 
year, New York dairymen we feel very certain are not 
in the mood to temporize with further efforts to frustrate

Progressive Breeders Registry 
Postponed 


UPT. NORTON advises that the Progressive Breeders’ 
S Registry, details of which were approved at the 

June meeting of the Board of Directors, will not be 
placed in operation until January 1, 1939. Reason for 
the delay is that an inequality in production require- 
ments as between Advanced Registry and Herd Test rec- 
ords has been found to exist in the rules as originally 
promulgated. It is deemed best, therefore, to postpone 
the whole matter until it could be gone over further by 
the Board in detail rather than accepting applications 
under the previously announced set-up when the rules 
will be subject to such early amendment in the matter of 
the production requirements. 


Details of this interesting project were given in our 
issue of July 9. Mr. Norton reports that one application 
with fees is already received with a considerable number 
of breeders showing their interest by corresponding in 
relation to it. Further details in the matter will be 
presented after the Board meets next December.

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REGARDING FOOT MARKINGS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Prior to this last convention, several of our Pennsyl- 
vania breeders were speaking of the Call of the conven- 
tion and what might come of the various subjects re- 
ferred to in your recent editorial comment on ‘Help 
Wanted.’’ Each of the group had thoughts and after the 
meeting when these questions were referred to a com- 
mittee, it was suggested that what we had in mind as a 
group should be gathered and presented at the next con- 
vention. If your Round Table is to be a clearing house 
for these thoughts, I will see that ours are sent in, if they 
are not submitted by someone else. 

The subject of color markings on the legs has been of 
particular interest to me. In looking over the several 
herds that I have seen in the last few months, I have 
come to the opinion that hoof markings are a character 
in our breed. I have heard Mr. Householder and Dr. 
Heizer state that they associate black Holsteins with the 
tendency to have black foot markings, but I have found 
very white animals with these black foot markings, and 
black bodied animals, entirely free of these markings. 
I would like to call breeders’ attention to the black in 
the hoof of animals, some only in stripes and others en- 
tirely black; then note the undercolor just above the 
hoof. I have gone through the families of my own herds 
and noted how this carries through. Several years ago, 
I used a 90% white bull and all of his daughters show 
black in the hoof and since two bulls have bred very 
clearly white hoof. Several of these old females will 
carry through, although it seems to get less. My thoughts 
are simply this, that if I had used another bull with 
strong character to get these black hoofs, then the possi- 
bility to increase this character would have been to such 
an extent that the undercolor above the hoof would have 
colored the hair. From then on it could have been in- 
tensified by the use of a third bull with this character. 
If one could secure the data of thousands of animals and 
to clearly establish it, this is really a character and not 
the tendency to become white as is shown in Jersey 
cattle, then I believe that we of the Holstein breed could 
go about this leg marking question with some security 
of results. 

Since writing the above, I wonder if you are ac- 
quainted with how Jersey cattle take on white markings. 
They first appear just above the hoof, not on the hoof; 
belly, tails and on the head, spots over the shoulder and 
flank. ruernseys do not show this way, but in both 
breeds, I do not ever recall seeing a white hoof—Jersey 
is dark, while Guernsey is yellow.

SELECTIVE REGISTRATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
You asked me in one of the recent issues of the 


World for breeders’ opinions on a number of subjects. 
Included was the topic of selective registration. Accord- 
ing to my understanding of the subject, the way you 
have presented it, it is with the idea of paying either a 
25c or 50c fee for a birth certificate, showing date of 
birth, color markings, name and number of dam and 
sire, and the breeder. Then after a given length of time 
when the animal is fairly matured or before two years 
of age, if the owner sees fit he may have the animal 
recorded in full in the record book of the Association. 

Here is one of the faults I see with this method. 
You may be able to record animals of better type but 
at 2 years of age, few Holstein heifers would have 
freshened or have been in milk long enough to deter- 
mine their production possibilities. I feel that if se- 
lective registration has any merits and it is put into 
effect, it should allow the owner of heifers to complete 
a lactation period on them before admitting them to the 
selective registry records. In other words, we Holstein 
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breeders believe in the motto “Holsteins pay at the pajj” 
and if they don’t live up to that why in the name of 
common sense should they get a fancy selective regis. 
try certificate on their good looks. So much for the 
heifers; now the bulls. 

I feel that too many bulls are sold to head hergs 
even pure bred herds, where the bull hasn’t even 4 
chance of raising the production in a herd. Take this 
for an example: Farmer A has a herd of cows making 
records to say 350 lbs. fat and is hard pressed for money 
and so buys a bull from Farmer B whose cows haye 
been making 360 lbs. on an average. We will say that 
the dam of the bull which Mr. A bought had a record of 
355 lbs. Now how much value would this bull have in 
this herd? Would it be worth the effort to raise heifers 
from such a sire? You will agree with me that in every 
case there is a downward pull and an upward pull ang 
tendency of the individual is to follow the strongest jn- 
fluence. In a case like this, how can a bull with a 5-lp. 
advantage do much to improve production? These are 
actual cases in existence somewhere. 

I feel that if people are to buy a sire with confidence, 
they must feel sure of the records and breeders. 

In my opinion, no bull should be admitted to regis. 
tration records with less than 390 lbs. fat. I feel that 
no dam is worthy to be the dam of a herd sire who is 
not capable of making a creditable record. I feel that 
a heifer on Class A test, four-time milking, should make 
for a minimum 450 lbs. fat or she hasn’t what it takes to 
make a good cow and pay for the bother of four-time 
milking. On three-time milking, 430 lbs., and on two- 
time, 390 lbs. No bull should be admitted to registra- 
tion on the grounds that his sire and his dam have black 
and white color and papers with big names on them. 

These statements may seem harsh and severe but 
nevertheless are true. In the eight years I have had 
registered Holsteins, I have had to send enough of my 
share of cows to the slaughter because the previous 
owner didn’t have the heart to cull and dumped them on 
an unsuspecting beginner. When such things are done 
away with, you can depend on a beginner in the Hol- 
stein business to stay in and do it with confidence. Too 
much of these sales pedigrees are filled with a lot of 
filler which is meaningless in determining the worth of 
the individual in question.

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Sabetha Breeders Make the Most of 
Their B. & W. Show 

The Black and White Shows that 
have been held the past few years jp 
so many of our leading Holstejp 
states are all instructive, educational] 
and of inestimable value to the 
breed. But here and there we fing 
a community that by working oy 
something a little different in the 
way of a publicity angle, brings ap 
especially big boost to the breed, 
among the milk consumers of the 
cities as well as among farm folks. 

Such a community is Sabetha. 
Kansas, which for the past three 
years has been host to the Black & 
White Show of Northeast Kansas 
With the cooperation of the Sabetha 
Chamber of Commerce, the Sabetha 
breeders have succeeded in doing the 
job with a new and refreshing angle, 
which has brought the Kansas Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association wide pub- 
licity in the News Reels and in the 
Metropolitan press. 

In 1936, their first year, they fea- 
tured ““Miss Bovine America”, with 
the winner dolled up with rouge, 
lip stick and other cosmetics of the 
human Beauty Queen.  Representa- 
tives of both Universal and Fox 
Movietone were present to take pic- 
tures of the show, which were dis- 
played in most of the movie theatres 
of the country. 

The next year, in addition to se- 
lecting ‘“‘Miss Bovine America”, 
there was a contest for ‘‘Miss Milk- 
maid Queen’’, with the girls com- 
peting wearing the costumes of 
twenty dairying nations. For the 
1938 show, the same idea was car- 
ried out still more elaborately, with 
the cow contestants wearing flower- 
ed hats and blankets of roses and 
the judges in high silk hats. Again 
the Newsreel men were on the job 
and the Chicago Sunday Tribune of 
June 5 carried in its pictorial sec- 
tion nearly a page of pictures taken 
at the show.

In spite of rainy weather, 
the show attracted an attendance 
of over 2,500 and 20 exhibitors 
showed 72 head of Holsteins, in- 
cluding three 100,000 cows that 
were exhibited by Mrs. H. D. Burger 
& Son, Seneca, Kansas. Prof. H. W. 
Cave of Kansas State Agriculture 
College officiated as judge, using the 
Danish system. Of the 72 head dis- 
played, 29 won blue ribbons, 35 red 
and 22 white.

pacity was recorded on field No. 2 
on which the soil pH is kept at an 
average test of 6.8 through lime ap- 
plication. It receives 500 pounds of 
calcium cyanamid, sulphate of am- 
monia or nitrate of soda annually. 
This pasture has furnished 827 heif- 
er days of pasture in the two grazing 
periods this season which is 1.9 heif- 
er units per acre. According to Prof. 
3ender this rotational pasture unit 
has grown heifers at a cost of two 
cents a pound gain in live weight for 
the pasture season. The average fer- 
tilizer bill was $4.00 per acre for the 
area and all other charges such as 
interest on investment, taxes, and 
labor were applied in the study. The 
work has also shown that nitrogen 
fertilizers with good grazing practice 
does not suppress the clover on these 
soil types. 

In the matter of milk flavor, Dr. 
O. F. Garrett advised that the first 
year’s experiments definitely demon- 
strated that molasses grass silage is 
superior both to corn silage and beet 
pulp in producing a milk of good 
flavor during the late winter when 
so much difficulty is encountered 
with certain undesirable flavors In 
milk. His work also indicated that 
there is a correlation between milk 
color and flavor. Prof, Tucker re- 
ported that 30,000 samples of milk 
had been read for color in the past 
two or three years, a proportionate 
number of which were Holstein. A 
definite color factor does exist and 
the milk of some cows and families 
of cows carries higher color than the 
milk of others.

president of the New York Holstein 
Friesian Association, has recently 
been appointed chairman of the New 
York State Conservation Committee.

REGISTRATIONS AND TRANSFERS 

The great dairy state of New York 
led the Holstein parade for’. the 
months of May, June and July by 
registering 3,641 animals during the 
ninety day period and transferring 
ownership on 2,175 pure bred Hol- 
steins during that time. A close 
second to the Empire State in Hol- 
stein activity was the equally great 
dairy state of Wisconsin which regis- 
tered 2,690 pure bred Holstein-Frie- 


sian animals during the period and. 


transferred ownership on _ 1,971. 
Pennsylvania ranked third in the 
Holstein field of activity, registering 
1,564 animals and_ transferring 
ownership on 1,035 animals during 
the three-month period. The North 
Star State of Minnesota ranked 
fourth on both transfer and registra- 
tions with 1,127 registrations and 
737 transfers. The State of Michigan 
made a very splendid showing by 
registering 1,072 Holstein animals 
and transferring 645. Illinois, being 
next in registrations had 983, with 
581 transfers. The State of Ohio 
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registered 850 pure bred Holsteins 
and transferred 693, while Iowa 
registered 829 pure bred Black and 
Whites and transferred ownership on 
an even 500. 

In the far West, California made 
the best showing with 460 animals 
registered and _ transferring 394. 
There is a very definite trend on the 
Pacific Coast toward shifting from 
high percentage fat milk, where a 
great portion of the fat is offered as 
a sales premium, to medium fat 
milk which permits the sale of but- 
terfat at its real value.—Extension 
Service.

Last week, in the interest of the 
v. $§. National Sale, I had the privil- 
ege of visiting some of the best herds 
ip Canada. One of the newest 
preeders that have made progress 
in building a Holstein herd are 
Elliott Bros., Innes and Cecil Elliott 
of Woodstock, Ontario. Their herd 
was started four years ago. A visit 
to the herd today indicates what a 
new breeder can do in a compara- 
tively short time, especially when 
given the opportunity to be guided 
py the integrity of someone who has 
judgment and sound advice as to 
the building of a herd. Innes and 
Cecil, knowing that Holstein cattle 
were foreign to them, sought out 
Tom Dent, one of the pioneer and 
most successful Holstein breeders in 
Canada. The herd of 50 head that 
they have built up is impressive in 
type and on the records that they 
are making. One of the matrons is 
Eastwood Walker Abbekerk, with 
295,000 pounds milk as a four-year- 
old. Another is Poplar Pontiac Ab- 
bekerk with 786 lbs. fat as a Jr. 
three-year-old. Another four-year- 
old now on test has 20,000 lbs. milk 
in eight months, three times a day 
milking. There are six ‘‘Pietje’’ 
daughters in the herd. One has 
9000 pounds milk in five months 
with an average test of 4.2%. The 
herd sire is Abbekerk Finderne, son 
of the famous Springbank Abbekerk 
Adaline with 30,000 pounds milk, 
1081 pounds fat. 

If anyone ever doubts the pos- 
sibility of breeding Holsteins that 
will produce, a visit to Tom Dent’s 
farm will always convince then that 
Holsteins do produce. Tom Dent 
has 12 ‘‘Pietje’’ daughters in his 


herd. “Pietje’’ is known as the 
highest record son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst. It certainly is un- 


fortunate that at his immature age 
he had the misfortune of breaking 
aleg. Tom says his daughters are 
all four per cent testers. There are 
a few of his daughters in some small 
herds around Woodstock but he can’t 
buy them at any price. One of the 
impressive things at Tom’s place are 
the young calves now arriving from 
Captivator,” a son of ‘Aristocrat’ 
from the famous ‘‘De Vries’ cow 
with World Record of 1049 lbs fat 
at Six years, twice a day milking. 
She is also World’s record cow on 
twice-a-day milking for one, two and 
three years, having three records that 
average over 28,000 Ibs. milk and 
over 1,000 lbs. fat, with a fourth 
large record on the way. Tom has 
15 young daughters of “Captivator” 
at the present time and 30 more 
cows bred to him.
